for a cost of $17,220.80, with the property owners paying approximately $14,190.80 
under Barrett Law and the balance of $3,030.00 to be paid by City Utilities, all as 
more particularly set forth in said Contract which is on file in the Office of the 
Board of Public Works, and is by reference incorporated herein and made a part 
hereof, is hereby in all things ratified, confirmed and approved.
